Mrrslna, Asiatic Turkey, April 29. — 
Two battalions of Turkish troops ar- 
rived here today. A strong detach- 
ment will at once be sent up country 
to Hadjln to effect the relief of the 
American women missionaries there 
who for nearly a fortnight have bten 
besieged in their mission house by a 
horde of fanatical Moliammedan tribes- 
men from the surrounding country. 

Two Turkish regiments which landed 
at Mersina, proceeded to Adana, where 
thev resumed the wholesale murdering 
of Armenians and the burning of their 
propertv. Thousands were burned tc 
d€ath, while lliose who attempted to 
es-ape were shot down by the troops. 
Th? dcsti uction of the town of Adana 
is complete. 

The loss of life in the whole province 
of Adana is estimated at 30.000. The 
losses of Europeans in property are 
enormous. The British and foreign 
worships here are inactive. Four Ger- 
mans previously reported as having 
been killed at Badjeh have arrived 
safelv at Mersina. All tlie Armenian 
population has been massacred

SCHOOL IN TURKEY. 

American Woman Conducts 
One in Orient. 

White and shining, surrounded by 
cypresses and i>omegranates and Amer- 
ican elms, in a city of tlie Orient stands 
an American college for girls. Scutari, 
the Asiatic suburb of Constantinople, 
is its seat. 

At the head of this college is a New 
England woman. I'r. Mary Mills Pat- 
rick. The development of the college 
has been her life work, says Hamp- 
ton's Magazine. It was founded in 18(1 
as a high school, and Dr. Patrick, then 
little more than a girl, became con- 
nected with It soon after. 

Under her management it has grown 
frcmi a small building into an import- 
iint educational institution. Graduates 
of the college are helping to shape the 
history of Eastern Europe and the Ot- 
toman Empire. It is the only institu- 
lon in the Near East for tlie higher 
education of women. 

It offers Western ideals, Western 
culture and Western advantages to 
the ambitious women of Roumania. 
Bulgaria and Servia on the north; 
Persia Mesopotamia and other regions 
of the Tigris and the Euphrates on the 
east: Egvpt and .*<yria on the south, 
and Greece and Albania on the west. 
Hither they come, Armenian. Greek, 
Bulgarian, Turkish, Austrian, German. 
Arabian. Moslem, Albanian. Spanish, 
Hebrew. Russian Hebrew, yervian. 

There are poor, struggling native 
teachers working for educational ad- 
vancement with the aid of the money 
they have saved from years of toil in 
their native schools, daughters of 
pashas and other high officials of the 
i:a«t children of foreign ambassadors 
and "wide-eyed little peasant maids 
who who never heard a word of Eng- 
lish before coming to the college's pre- 
paratory school. 

Dr Patrick has recently received 
contributions of $10,000 each from Mrs. 
Rus«ell Sage, Miss Helen Gould, Miss

By the use of the free storage in 
transit svstem, outside jobbers are 
enabled to" take advantage of a through 
rate to some point otlier than Duluth. 
and at the same time hold their goods 
here in free storage until sucli a time 
as they secure a market for them. 
When a market is found the goods are 
shipped on, upon the through rate 
basis, despite the fact tliat they have 
been in tiansit storage for perhaps 
months. 

The principle of the whole matter Is 
that any one, no matter whether he 
has a factory in some other state or 
not. mav ship goods to the Head of the 
Lakes and store them here in the rail- 
road storehouses free of charge. By 
this method of doing business the 
competition against the Duluth houses 
is as strong as if the firms shipping 
their goods here, and holding them in 
free storage. maintained branch 
houses In this territory, and even 
stronger, as the Duluth jobbers are 
compelled to pay storage charges for 
the goods they hold here. They are 
compelled to build storage houses and 
pay taxes upon the same. Yet they 
are asked to meet the competition ot 
outside Jobbers and mercantile houses 
that are enabled by the assistance of 
the railroads, to ship goods to this 
point and store them until they find 
a market in this territory. 

For instance, the rate upon some 
products from here to St. Paul is 5 
cents. The through rate, that Is the 
rate from St. Paul to Duluth upon a 
rate basis from the Ea.-^t, would be 
much less than that. The Eastern 
shipper ships his goods to Dulutli upon 
•the ihrougli-rate basis to St. I'aul or 
point.s beyond, stores them here until 
he gets ready to send them on. and 
then gets the advantage of the through 
rate. 

Club Wan Turned Down. 
The case presented by the Commer- 
cial club before the interstate com- 
merce commission was turned down by 
the commissioners, upon the theory 
tliat the free storage in transit was 
more valuable to inland merchants 
tlian the harm to lake port merchants 
umounte.l to. The Commercial club 
maintained that by the use of tree 
storage in transit, the advantage ot 
location at lake ports wa."! removed. 
The commissiont»rs did not deny this, 
but held that tiie abolishing of the 
free storage in transit would result 
In Injury to many other parlies not 
named in tlie complaint of the club, 
and therefore the request -of the club 
was turned down. 

If the attorney general of the state 
rules tiiat the railroads cannot offer 
free storage In transit to the sSiip- 
pers from outside points, it will enable 
the Duluth jobbers to meet outside 
competition on a more equal basis. 
Paid StoraKe Here. 
In bringing goods to Duluth for the 
l.jcal territory, Duluth jobbers and 
wholesalers are obliged to pay storage 
as well as docking and switching 
charges. The sliipper from the East is 
not compelled to go to this expense. 
He has free storage, pays no taxes 
upon anv house at this point, gets a 
cheaper 'rate to points of competition 
beyond Duluth. and in this way is en- 
abled to undersell the local jobber.

It is at least under the Spirit s ap- 
pr<»val that they begin on the island of 
Cyprus, but we can see how. using 
their own best judgment, they would 
make straight for that place.

'2 Their Unofficial Helper. 
We are told that they had the young 
man named John Mirk as an attend- 
ant at whose mother's house in Jerus- 
alem Peter had gone after his release 
from pri.ion. He had come to Antioch 
with his uncle Barnabas when he and 
Saul returned from taking the purse of 
money s«'nt from Antiocli to the poor 
saints, and he had started with them 
on this tour, not called by the Spirit 
nor set apart by the church, but by 
private arrangement with them he 
going along to ass 
nal matter.s. 

■i. The City of Paphos. 
They are .soon at the other extreme 
of the island, l')>) uules in -the city 
of Papho.s. 'Paphos was the seat ot 
worship of Venus, the goddess of jove, 
who was .said to have been born of the 
foam of the sea, at this, very spot, and 
her worship was carried on with the 
wildest licentiousness. It was a pic- 
ture in miniature of Greece sunk in 
moral decay." . , . , . • 

The emreror of Rome had two kinds 
of provinces, one kind under his direct 
care, the otiier kind under the care of 
the senate. The governor of the for- 
mer was calleil pro-praetor and of the 
latter pro-consul. Luke calls this gov- 
ernor a pro-consul and it was for a 
long time thought Luke had made a 
mistake, as this was an imperial and 
not a senatorial province: but from the 
writings of Dio Casslus it has been 
'earned that the emperor had traded 
this to the senate for another a while 
before this time and that therefore the 
writer of Acts is correct. 

4. The Jewish Necromancer. 
The JewLsh necromancer was an ab- 
horrent sight t'j Paul. It was an age 
of doubt and corruption; therefore 
minds were open to all kinds of de- 
ception. From the mystical East sooth- 
sayers came, and the high officials con- 
sulted them. Fortune-tellers were 
everywhere. A sharp Jew knew how- 
to take a turn at It. His name was 
Bar- Jesus, sou of Jesus or Joshua. 
His claim was that he was 
a Maglan. the Arabic of 

which was Klymas, and probably the 
lascal claimed to have brought the re- 
puted mystical lore of Arabia, pretend- 
ing also to speak as a prophet of Je- 
hovah This Roman officer. Sergius 
Paulus. was of the hlgliesl type, an 
intelilgert, imjuiring man. The pros- 
pect of learning the deep truths of 
life had attracted him to Eiymas, and 
still further attracted him to Saul and 
Barnabas. By some trick, by preten- 
sions of power, by bro'wbeating and 
blustering, h.e sought to oppose the 
preachers and save his victim, the 
pro-consul, for still further profit to 
himself. 

5. The Pro-consul Saved. 
Saul's heroic treatment was a merci- 
ful punishment to him. and at the saine 
time a complete demonstration to the 
confused In'iuirier. Sergius Paulus was 
under the Holy Spirits direction. It was 
not in anger nor vindictiveness. but it 
was terrible, made more terrible by the 
iudlcial look whicli p.Mietrated to the

— Marinette author- 
ities are .searching for Antonio Tomas- 
so, an Italian, who is believed to be 
the murderer of Stawham Kalahtak, 
the Greek woodsman, whose bruised 
and penniless remains were found 
floating In the Peshtigo river. 

A closed dirk, said to be the prop- 
erty of Antonio, was found on the 
bank of the river less than a half mile 
from the place the body was dis- 
covered. Encrusted in the blood that 
smears the hill are several wi.sps of 
hair matching exactly those of the 
dead man. 

Saturday night. Kalahtak, Antonio 
and another woodsman — arrested but 
later released — came to Marinette. 
The Greek with his winter's pay, 
amounting to .several hundred dollars 
in his pooket, led his companions 
through a round of the saloons until 
late at night, when Antonio and 
Kalahtak, leaving their friend hope- 
lessly drunk, secured a rig and left for 
Peshtigo. Neither has bet seen 
since. 

Monday morning, woodsmen i. ticed 
a dark form floating down the river. 
Thinking it a small log they paid no 
attention to it until it came closer. 
The coroner was notiflod and after a 
hard search found some one to iden- 
tify the remains. Kalahtak's skull 
bore a gash several inches in length, 
running downward from the base, evi- 
dently Inllicted by a clgar-shapod in- 
strument such as the knife found yes- 
terday. Not a penny was found in 
the dead man's clothes, despite Uie 
fact that the liveryman who rented 
the rig to Kalahtak, claims he exhib- 
ited a roll at that time.

CUT OVER LANDS IN H IGH FAVOR 

S")Mi- SEEKERS find soil of Xorthern W'is- 
ci'iisin cciual to any demands u>v croi) r. us- 
ing — a section unexcelled for dairying and 
stock rai:-iiig. 
"Back to the timbered land" is the trend 
of tile land moiement of today. The convincing reali/a- 
tifHi of the value of cut-o\er land^ for farming purposes 
r< " the fact, not generally known, that most of the 
iei ;ijc farming land now held at such high prices in 
Ohio, Indiana. Illinois and Michigan was once covered 
with a heavy growth of timber. It was cleared at an 
early day by hardy settlers, who got little or nothing 
for the timlier, using it wasiefully for firewood and let- 
ting most of it rot. What tliey were after was the land, 
and they found it arnjily repaid all their labors. The set- 
ti iio pushed West across the Mtssissii)i>i went first 

into the timbered land along the streams and made clear- 
ing«-, preferring to work hard i'^ir html that they knew 
was good, and distrusting tlie \ alue of the jirairie st»il for 
farni^. Later settlers found that most of the prairie 
was also fertde and repaid cultivation, and as it was fom- 
paratix ely easy to break and crop, the rush for the prairie 
set in. It has gone on until the good prairie land has 
been taken up, and even wild land is held at comparative- 
ly high prices. The timbered lands, especially those 



which carried growths of pine, have been neglected of 
late years, and have been much lower in price than prai- 
rie land. 

The fertility of timber land has been rediscovered. 
The homeseekcr finds that the adventurous first set- 
tlers on Xorthern Wisconsin lands have made it go most 
decidedly; that they have worked out for themselves 
fine farms and are raising splen<lid crops, with no risk 
fr(^m droughi and the usual crop-failure scares. He finds 
that ecpially good lands are still to be had at low prices, 
and that the oj)portunities for getting farms are better 
right now in Xorthern \\ isconsin than anywhere else he 
may turn. 

PASSED BY FOR YEARS. 

"It is only in recent years that much attention has 
been i^ixen to the cut-over pine lands in Xorthern Wis- 
eonsiti for agricultural ))urposes. The large mining and 
lumfK-r interests ha\e f>een compelled to depend largely 
upein the I{asi and .South for their farm products in the 
past, while those in search of cheap farm lands have 
rusheil to the far \\ estern prairies, or else into Canada, 
runniuL:^ t>ver and away from better opportunities. 

Hut of late vears the tide is turning. People are 
discoxering that the prairies do not make the only, or 
even the best, farms, and that within a short distance 
oi the great centers of \\ estern [)Oinilation are chances 
for making farms ami li«»mes that are far more attractive 
and greatly superior to any that the prairie regions have 
e\er afforded. This is no discovery, however. The 
pioneers (.f this country nearly all had to hew their 
farms out from the timber, ami the gt;fater portion of 
Si»uthern and luistern Wisconsin, today a garden, was 
once heavily timbered. 

These early settlers, most of whom have become 
rich from their farms ah me. had none of the facilities fur 
money-making that are offered the farmer of today. 
They were compelled to cut their timber, and at great 
expense of time and labor to haul it to piles and burn 
it. 1 he settler tcxlay has a ready cash market for every 
stick of timber that grows on his land, and instances 
are by no means rare in which farmers, after building 
their house-^, barns and fences, have sold the remainder 
of their timl>er f(«r more than enough to pay for the land. 




HARDE ST WORK I S DONE 

I'TTIT-Tv.S who are nf>\v hK-ating on these cut- 
oxer lands have been saved many of the hard- 
shij)S and labfirs c>f the juMueers, who had to 
clear roads and get their supplies from long 
distances before towns sprung up and rail- 
roails. gridironed the territory. It is now possible to 
buy land in the vicinity of go<.d roads and near the 
market, which is still unimproved and held at low prices. 

The trouble for a long lime wa-^ that farmers from 
the older agricultural states were prejudiced against 
pine land, ju-l as their fathers ha<l no faith in the fer- 
tility of the prairie, riicy hail the impression that land 
stripi)ed of [Miie timber was worth little for agriculture. 
Experience and scientific demonstration have proved 
that imitres^ion wrong. Soil analysis shows the clay 
and sand loams of X(»rthern Wi.sconsin, where great 
pines once _i,'rew. to be almost ideal in their constituents 
for all-around crop farming. In fact, it takes good land 
to produce the big trees that once covered this country, 
and much of it now carric- a L'ood growth of hardwood 
timber, which was n.-t touched by the lumbermen who 
took the pine. 

The soil is not only fertile, but it is friable, because 
of the sand mixed in with nearly all of it. Therefore it 
works up easily, does not bake and turn hard in the 
sun, and will take u[) rain to any amount. There is al- 
ways j)lenty of rain to make the crop, and an excess is 
not to be feared unless < <\\ low land. The land usually 
lies wdl for drainage, and gets rid of lieaw rains with- 
out trouble and without washing badly. This sandy 
soil, furthermore, is what is called "warm"' soil, and 
croi)s mature more rai)idly on it than heavy black soils 
of "cold" constituency. This neutralizes the latitu<le and 
makes it practicable to raise alnio'-t any of the farm 
crojis with gocxl success and only the slightest danger 
of frost catching tlieni before maturity. 

NEWCOMERS* PROSPECTS GOOD. 

Ex]»erienced farmer from states farther Ea.st and 
South, who have come to this section, are enthusiastic 
over the cioj»s tlie} raise, and are entirely satisfied that 
they have bous^ht good farms at low expenditure of 
money. It is a common remark among the new settlers 
that in a few years' time they will have as good farms 
as the wealthy farmers had back where they came from, 
farms such as they never could have earned in the older 
communities in a lifetime. They have fcmnd that good 
land only needing some industrious effort can be had 
for little more than as renters they used to pay for 
the use of a farm a single year. 

It is noticeable that a good many farms in this sec- 
tion of Wisconsin have been bought lately by men who 
were '"burnt out" on far Western prairie farms, and got 
tired of suffering from drouth. They overcame their 
prejudice against timbered land, because it was every- 
thing with them to find plenty of water. Now they are 
happy as clams at high tide, with plenty of pasture at 
all times for their stock, and where timothy and clover 
grows like weeds, in truth, they are the weeds of this 
section, making it unsurpassed for dairying and stock 
raising. A rich, fertile soil, where everything in the 
crop line grows luxuriantly in the rich warm loam, 
warmed abundantly by summer showers. Not all \he 



new settlers in Northern Wisconsin are coming from 
the East. Timber farms are a proposition good enough 
for anybody who wants to work, no matter where he is 
or what he has. 



PROFIT IN SMALL FARMS 




HE TILLING of small tracts of land is prov- 
ing very profitable in many sections of 
Northern Wisconsin, and from this on, we 
expect a large increase in the number of 
small farms. In a list of some fifteen .small 
tracts of land under successful cultivation, we would 
call attention to the 13-acre farm of William Neuman, 
located n^ar Ashland, who gives an itemized account 
of receipts and expenditures, as follows: 

"Expense: Seed, $24.50: labor, .$57.90; threshing, 
.$12.87; pressing straw. $6.68; binder twine, $1.80; total, 
$103.75. 

"Receipts: One hundred and seventy-one bushels of 
oats at 55 cents, .$94.05 ; 107 bushels potatoes, at 75 cents, 
$80.25; 23 bushels of barley, at 65 cents. $14.82; 3 tons 
straw, at $6, $18; garden space rented, $36.50; vegetables 
sold. $41.50; total receipts, $285.50; total expense, $103.- 
75; net balance, $181.55; net returns per acre, $13.06. 

"This, as you will notice, gives me a very handsome 
feturn, even the^ugh I paid a high price for what lalior I 
■was c»bliged to hire. In working my small clearing I 
have followed very closely the method and system under 
which the sub-station — experimental farm — near Ash- 
land is conducted. 

"The farmers in this vicinity indeed are very for- 
tunate to have this station in their midst by which un- 
told benefits are received, not only by the settlers lo- 
cated in this immediate vicinity, but by all the people of 
this state."

Cattle do exceedingly well on the native 
grasses, which are of the most nutritious 
kind, and the dairy products are of the finest 
flavor, due to the superior quality of the grasses 
and water. The market for dairy products is unsur- 
passed, for, besides the home market, the cities of Su- 
perior-Duluth offer the best of high-priced markets. 

Nowhere in the West can stock be kept Avith less 
labor or in better condition than in this section. In 
summer the dairy farmer will find his pastures growing 
with the finest of grasses and clover. Red and white 
clover flourish abundantly, and timothy and blue joint 
spring up everywhere. 

Stock is usually turned out about the middle of 
April, and allowed to run till snow^ flies. Eor winter 
forage the farmer can provide an abundance of clover 
and timothy hay, wild hay from the natural meadows, 
pea straw, oat straw, roc»t crops, such as mangels, tur- 
nips, beets and ensilage from corn and clover, giving 
him a variety of winter feed at a small cost and equal to 
that found anywhere in the South and W^est. Every 
settler should, if possible, take with him a flock of sheep, 
as they are not only very profitable to him from the sale 
of mutton and wool, but will greatly aid him in clearing 
up his farm. Turn a flock of sheep into a fenced portion 
of your land and you will be surprised to find how soon 
the brush will disappear. Just as soon as the brush 
land is slightly cleared, or as soon as the stock that may 
be turned into the woods have eaten the brush, allowing 
the sun.'-hine to come in, the native grasses immediately 
begin to grow, all g^>ing to make the raising of sheep 
doubly profitable.

be.sldes this about five tons of excellent powdor per acre. 
He also planted six acres of a large variety of corn, which 
produced a bounteous crop and is furnishing rough fw-.i and 
grain for the dairy. Thirteen acres of hay produc .i about 
1% tons per acre. 

Mr Young is now shipping his milk to Rup.'rior evory 
day and has feed for his stock, and phnty of v.^-t.tble.s lor h.s 
,..NU use He has about sixty-five acre cleared a.ui stumped 
ready for crops. Ten buildings on the farm, including a 
hay barn with a capacity of eighty ton... cow barn with a 
capacity of twenty-three head of stock, two dwellmg houses 
and root house holding 1.000 bushels, twenty hoad of -stock 
and farm implements of all kinds. 

Mr Young Is very enthusiastic over the farm propositions 
m Douglas county and says that he would not consider under 
any circumstances coming back to the city to w.rk for a 
salary H.- says: "When I lived in Superior and drew a 
salary of $1,400 a year It cost me $1,400 a year to live; n^w 
we are living better, are more healthy, happier, and more 
contented than we were in the city. 

"My investment in the land has increased four times, to 
say nothing of the personal property I have accumulated.

With .stumps. Chris sc.rtod in pulling .stumps with a »> -^;";^ 
tackle and before very long had ten acres all stumped. This 
he planted in vegetables for his own use. grain and J.^tatoes. 
Tixey got along nicely in the matter of living during the sum- 
mer for they had thoir own butter, eggs, milk and vege- 
tables and part of their meat without buying anything. Ho 
took good tare of his crops and In the fall dug l.ioo bushels 
of potatoes, for which they got about 50 cents a bushel. 

In th- spring of 1908. last year, the beginning uf his 
second year, he cleared fifteen acres more land and tu-k out 
all the "stumps. He planted about the same crops as the 
y.ar before, but owing to the dry weather, the yield was not 
as good as he expected, but the prices have been b.tter. 
He raised 1.300 bushels of potatoes, a part of which he sold 
at 65 cents a bushel and the probabilities are that he will get 
$1.00 a bushel or better for the rest. 

Chris has not b.-en on his land quite two years yet: he 
has not hired a dollar's worth of work done, but has done 
every tap of the clearing and other work himself, and now 
he has twenty-five acres cleared and in perfect shape, com- 
fortable buildings and fencing, and is getting along well.

I believe 
after trying it for three years, it is one of the be.st that I 
have ever handled sheep in. and I hav. had charge of sheep 
m some of the largest sheep, states of the West. I have 
2 650 head of ewes here, belonging to the North Wl.sconsln 
Cattle company that cannot be beat for looks or health. I 
brought 1 900 of them here when they were one year old, 
and they have made a fine growth, and have not had any 
loss from .sickness, compared with the Western States. 

Then we have advantage over the West in transportation, 
and al.so avoid a great shrinkage from the long hauls from 
the West.

The official figures on the amma! income from its 
nnmicipal "plant" are startling, reaching over $2,200.- 
000. including revenues from taxable property lumpe<l 
at more than $ar).408,:i88.00. Thcnigh it may be said 
that this $;r),40.S. 388. 00 of real estate and personal prop- 
erty valuation is grotesquely low compared with other 
cities of the effete East. For rc\ enue purposes, however 
this Duluth valuation of $:?r).40:?.388.00 when the Du- 
luth rate of $33.70 on the $1.(.)00 is low compared with 
other great cities. 

Tiie figures on which this article is based were fur- 
nished by \V. S. McCormick, city comptroller, and have 
the official stamp of city authority and are so accepted. 

Duluth, by far. has the greatest of organized in- 
dustrial '•plants" within its limits, and the reader will 
find much interesting material heretofore passed over. 

The City of Duluth's Acreage. 

The site upon which Duluth covers within her cor- 
porate limits gives some suggesticjn of its greatness in 
acreage. It has 40,23() 8-10 acres of land, and 2,880 
acres of water (Duluth harbor). In land area it is 
only exceeded by Chicago, Xew York and Xew Orleans. 
' In the valuation of Duluth's $8,104,084.87 of inve^ted 
properties, two general classifications are considered — 
the properties that are held of necessity, but which are 
unproductive, and those properties, wdnle in possession, 
still yield revenues. In these revenue-yielding prop- 
erties, Duluth is comparatively poor in comparison with 
other cities of her class.

The average citizen little realizes Duluth's property rights in many of 
these holdings.

Ntdl the above "'plants" are small compared with the giant municipal cor- 
}.. n of Duluth as an employer of men and machinery of government to 

ttie exicnt of $651,631.77 annually. A single manufactory with a payroll of 
$ltM).000 a year may serve to advertise Duluth itself to thousands of that 
company's customers in many states. That Dtduth has a pay roll figura- 
tively, seven times as big as that of the incorporated single factory may be 
a revelation. Yet a million-dollar industry established in any city in the 
United States will load down the .Associated Pros wires with the news of it 
in every direction. Duluth itself, however, ha^ a "plant" conservatively 
valued at more than $8,000,000.

Big Cities Are Expensive. 

The lumj) total of the depahmental expenses of Duluth's government is 
much greater proportionately than the smaller cities and cities of the same 
class, according to population, due principally to the fact that the limits of 
the city reaches over so much territory, the corporation liinits equal one- 
fourth that of the city of Chicago. This is accounted for by the small 
police force, volunteer' fire department, school system and city lighting. 

In the figures given by the census bureau report, covering 158 cities of 
the country, having populations of above 30,000, these cities are grouped 
into four classifications, according to population. In these reports taxa- 
tion shows a steady increase ratio from the 30,0a) city, through each group- 
ing until it is greatest in those cities with 300,000 population and more. 
Not only this, but in the year 1903 to 1906, there was a steady increase in 
per cai)ila averages for all general revenues. 



Average Rate Per Capita. 

In 1903 this average rate per capita had been $16.11; but it had jumped 62 cent*. 
6.3 cents and 45 cents until in 19U6 the per capita average stood at $17.81. largely 
from general property taxation. In the largest cities of the country the revenues 
from hquor licenses were largest at 9.5 per cent as against 7.4 in the smaller cities. 
Duluth for that year (19()7) received $l8v3,(1<W3 from liquor licenses. 

Every man, woman and child resident of Duluth is potentially in debt a.s resident 
to the extent of just $29.88. Thi> is a <lebt that hangs over him. It is recognized, 
however, that he personally may have had nothing whatever to say m the assump- 
tion of the city's net debt of $2.391. IMM). But if he remains in Duluth it will be expected 
of him that he pay his pro rata of this amount. ^^ 

There i-, also a debt of $3,121,000 in bond issue on the water and light -plants. 
These bonds are a special lien on the ciiy'^ •plants." the value of which are much in 
excess of the indebtedness. . r r\ , t • 

As a matter of fact, however, he scarcely could move into another city of Duluth s 
class and find so ^mall a burden of debt up.^n his citizen>hip. New York's per capita 
debt is $176..S2; Boston has a debt of $lo8.42 on each inhabitant, while Cincinnati has 
imposed $129.80 per capita. Kven Pawtucket, R. I., carries a burden of $134.82 upon 
each of it^ inhabitants with a poi)u!ation of only 40,0(KJ.

Just where Duluth gets its revenues for meeting these and other municipal ^^P^- 
ditures may be puzzling to the average reader, especially if he is a tax dodger! T*he 
great source of revenue to the city is from property taxation.

Till at last, unable 
to withstand it longer, we retire to 
the dining room to breakfa.st on white 
fish with which the fishermen of the 
pa.HHlng towns have .supplied the ships 
larder during the night.

Surrounded on every side 
by a forest mantle of green foliage, the 
water plunges from its rocky cavern 
on the dizzy heights above, in a w*.n- 
drous beauty that words cannot de- 
scribe.

^harp triangular islets cloth, d Avith 
the purest emerald, and Amygaloid 
island, a high and heavily wooded 
breakwater that rims and protects the 
channel from the northern seas. 

Ahead are the deep fiords of the 
"Five Fingers." Called so as they 
somewhat resemble a naked hand on 
the mariners' charts. Between the 
lingers are five roadsteads In order. 
Fish island channel. Duncan bay, 
Tobln'B harbor. Rock harbor and 
Chippewa harbor. At Rock harbor, 
one of the historical spots of Isle 
Rovale. the famous "Green Stone ' and 
"Thompsonites" of Lake Superior are 
found. From the white walls of the 
deserted light house that mark.s the 
entrance to the harbor one can obtain 
a fine view of the magnificent road- 
stead that lies like a beautiful pano- 
rama before us. and the crumbling 
ruins of the Douglas and Harbor 
inlne<» their docks and fine buildings 
nothing but a pile of decay t»?at the 
wild flowers are concealing with their 
spreading foliage. 

As we steam into Chevoret harbor, 
Wright island, we pa.ss Menagerie isl- 
and, a great trap rock that rises above 

the lake just large ^"""f^ .^^'"^^V^ 
site of the lighthouse and lbs fog horn 
that iB built there. The place Is al- 
most a prison, but a post of great 
responsibility as this is one of the two 
lights the government maintains on 
this dangerous coast. Chevor.t har- 
bor is a beautiful Httle landlocked 
bay. round as an apple, its entrance 
being not over sixty feet in width 
and completely hidden by a curtain 
of underbrush and thick timber. 

During the second year of the war 
of 1812. the American naval force 
seized all the British trading ye.ssels 
except one small bark, belonging to 
the Hudson Bay company, loaded with 
valuable furs, which they sought for In 
vain It was finally reported that the 
owners had sunk it rather than have 
it fall into the hands of the^aJ?H**C'?- 
This was but a ruse, for the British 
crew had simply hidden the boat in

Who first mined the exposed veins 
of copper is a question that has been 
discussed by noted scientists and arch- 
eologSts for years. Two opinions 
have been expressed, both w;ell sus- 
tained by strong circum.stantial evi- 
dence° The prehistoric theory ha.s 
found much to .support its claim that 
a race of men contemporary w'ith the 
stone age a nation farther advanced 
"toward civilization than their Indian 
successors, delved these mines of their 
virgin copper, which they manufactur- 
ed into Implements, weapons of war 
and hunt as well as ornaments for the 
person. There is little doubt about 
these copper Implements as they have 
been found scattered throughout the 
Northland. There is no doubt about 
the great age of these workirigs as 
trees over two hundred years old w;ere 
found growing on the earth taken 
from the excavations. , ^ ^ . „*,„„ 
The copper was mined by heating 
tho vein with great fires and when the 
rleht stage of heat was obtained, dash- 
mgcofd water upon it. This shat- 
tered and split the spar and rock bed. 
leaving the copper In such condition 
that It could be pounded out with 
stone hammers. There were thousands 
of these hammers found, some broken 
bv use, while others were piled up 
ready for the miners to work with 
In one place, where the frost had 
cracked the over-hangin- wall of the 
vein so that there was danger of its 
falling and blocking the passage to 
the drift, a large boulder was wedged 
between it and the footwall to pre- 
vlnrsuch an accident. This boulder 
was evidently brought a great dis- 
tance, as there are none of its char- 
acter to be found on Isle Royale. 

The second theory is that the In- 
dians did the mining The original 
Algonquins of the St. Lawrence before 
they were defiled by contact with the 
European races. 

In l'>34, when Cartier discovered 
the St Lawrence, he learned from the 
Indians that there was an unkno\vn 
country, where native copper could be 
found in abundance. During Car- 
tier's second voyage he captured a 
chief and several of his henchmen to 
take back to France with him on his 
return. Just before he sailed, one 
of the chlef'3 band, who had been 



designated to lead the tribe during his 
absenco. presented him ^'^l^^a solid 
copper knife. This attracted < artier a 
attention at once. He aslied where 
the metal was obtained. The Indians 
said It came from "Saguenay, and 
those who brought it came by a river 
of that name. As native copper or 
the malleable character has not been 
found elsewhere the y^gxienHy ol 
the Algonquins mu.st have been th© 
shores of Lake Superior and their 
principal mine at Isle Royale. 

Champlain. one of the early gover- 
nors of New France, was told by an 
Indian chief there was a Land of 
Copper in the northern wilderness and 
a.s proof of his stat.ment presented 
the governor with a finely hammered 
bar of the pure metal. 

On their return to Quebec In lOSS, 
Radls.son and Grosielliers gave out 
the first real information as to the 
whereabouts of the ancient min^'S «' 
.Saguenay. Following these dar ng 
rapiers came Allouez, who having 
been Instructed by his superiors to 
search for these mlne.s began »nve.stl- 
eatlon« He found the Indians w'lth 
many pieces of float copper that they 
worshiped secretly as divinities. For 
some time he searched the islands of 
Lake Superior in vain to hnd the float- 
ing island of copper as the Indians 
called it. Finally, however, one of 
his Indian guides landed him on Isle 
Royale. saying it was ' Minong (The 
good place) to find copper, vvhlch af- 
ter a time he .succeeded In doing. 

"Minong" then became one of the 
wonders of the new world. It drew 
to It such travelers as Charlevoix and 
Jonathan Carver. From that time its 
beautiful shores have been the tour- 
ists' mecca m the Northland, thous- 
ands of whom visit here every year 
fo see the hl.storlcal gem of the 
Northland sea, to enjoy Us shady 
trees Its cool breezes and catch the 
gamey finny tribe that fills its brooks 
and abounds in its lakes and along its 

''^l[*'was not till the United States 
government as.sum'd control of the Isl- 
and that any practical nrilnlng began. 
Of all the mining enterprises attempt- 
ed none succeeded in developing a 
paying mine. The "Minong" came 
nearest to it, for during the six years 
of its existence it mined out the an- 
cient pits and other veins. obtalninB 
considerable copper, the old Indian 
workings yielding over sixty thousand 

pounds. . - «. ^ 

After a last look at the rums of the 
once famous "Minong." we return to 
our boat and steam back to W ash- 
ington harbor, having completed our 
trip around the island. As we loolc 
above us at the rocky shores- with 
here and there a fisherman s hut. It 
brings us out of our reverie back to 
the things of the present, for Isle 
Royale is one of the most important 
points on Lake Superior, for both com- 
mercial and pleasure fishing ol ail 
kinds. 
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T IS tho 2Tth of Novembpr, 
190r.. A h.avy snow is fall- 
ing, the iu»lh <-asi wind blow- 
ing a gale that is lashing tho 
waters of Lake Superior Into 
a boiling sea of foam.

Baytlold Is one of the largest 
fresh water herring markets In the 
world, the catch running often as 
high as 501) tons a season, which lasts 
from five to eight weeks in the fall of 
the year, starting the last of October 
and continuing till the mldle of De- 
cember. 

"All aboard for Madeleine," shouts 
the fat little mate of the "Skater" and 
we all get aboard for the Island of his- 
toric wonder. 

Madeleine Island is the largest of the 
Apostle group, being almost eight 
miles. In width and twenty in length. 
Here we find people from all parus 
of the country, as the island is one of 
the most popular summer resorts in 
the Northland. Everywhere are the 
summer cottages and tents of the re- 
sorters, while the lake is dotted far 
and near with tiny sailing craft and 
canoes. Along the gently rolling 
beach the children are searching for 
agates thrown up by the tide. 

(Jf all the spots held dear to the 
hearts of the pioneers of this region, 
almost sacred, in fact, are the old 
Jesuit and Methodist mi.ssions. 

The old Jesuit mission was founded 
by Father Marquette in the eighteenth 
century. Though the original mission 
building was burned some years ago 
by some unwitting .sojourner. It has 
be*n restored with nearly all Its former 
detail. The rough hewn crucifix in 
the chapel is believed to be the handi- 
work of Father Marquette himself. The 
former mi.ssion contained a rather fa- 
mous painting of the Christ that hung 
behind the crucifix, but this was de- 
stroyed when the building burned. 

In the yard about the mission stand 
the tombstones of the pioneers, those 
stout-hearted people who opened up 
this vast region of wealth to civiliza- 
tion. Now they rest In the old grave- 
yard, memories, like the old chapel It- 
self, of other days. As we wandered 
about, reading the epitaphs on the 
monuments, which still preserved 



with the masters. The intricate 
beauty of these island.s. each a mass 
of verdure, its ragged rocky edges 
flainesa. then suddenly changes! assuming the most pleasing and fan- 
i.jt - ,1 countless confusion of little j tastic .shapes.

After some mom- 
ent.s' praise of the grandeur before us, 
we make our way down to the dock.

As we wander through the miniature 
forest of pine and cedar that covers 
part of the Island, nearly surrounding 
the old Jesuit mission, we need but to 
close our eyes to see again the wig- 
wams of the savage. They lounge 
about on their furry robes of buffalo 
and bear with red deer skin about 
their loins or loosely thrown over their 
shoulders, awaiting their feast of ven- 
sion and dog, while gathered around 
the kettles of steaming victuals sits a 
crowd of young bucks listening to the 
tales of battle a scarred and aged 
chieftain, gay in his plumes and war 
paint, is relating. 

How often must the zealous mission- 
ary have wandered among these forest 
kings, worn, weary and sick at heart 
from the treatment and unkind words 
of these wretched people, who.se souls 
he was trying to save. How often he 
must have stolen out Into the shelter 
of these selfsame trees to gather com- 
fort from their restful murmurings. Or 
with the snow piled high about him, 
the gems of frost sparkling on the 
overhanging branches, read his even- 
ing prayers by the pale gray light of 
the winter's moon, returning to his la- 
bors of love with renewed spirit bet- 
ter able to bear the persecution of 
these untamed savages. 

Though we would love to linger on 
this enchanted Isle our alloted time is 
up, so we return to the "Skater" and 
are soon on our way to Washburn. 

The city pier, at which we land, lies 
along one of the many large cool 
docks that line the upper part of the 
lake. With interest 'we watch them 
unload the coal from a great freighter 
Just in from Erie. Washburn is an 
Impressive .sight stretching along the 
sandy bluffs on which It is built, with 
Its broad avenues lined with stately 
tree, the high school and courthouse 
peeping through the lofty branches 
that envelope the city In a mantle of 
green. 

Here Is the Mary Scott for which 
we have been waiting, so we go aboard 
and complete our voyage through this 
wonderland of pleasure. Steaming due 
east across the lake we enter Cha- 
quamegnon bay. on whose shores is 
Ashland, a lumber metropolis a fev/ 
years back, but now one of the pro- 
gressive manufacturing and agricul- 
tural centers of the Northland.

of water, which with the aid of the 
cold is transforming them into two 
mountains of ice. 

Suddenly to the eastward appears a 
tiny speck on the storm swept horizon. 
Can it be that a lake freighter is out 
in such a gale? As the moments 
drag, with straining eyes we watch the 
tossing of the luckless vessel. Now 
abreast of the towering sea, now lost 
in Its trough, she gallantly rides the 
ley billows that pound her sides and 
wash over her decks. 

On she comes, guided by her mas- 
ter's skillful hand; nearer and nearer, 
her steel back arched to meet the fury 
of the tempest, while expectant thou- 
sands watch with shining eyes and 
hoar.sely whisper. "She'll make the 
entry." Slowly and cautiously she 
comes, her bow Is at the entry: safety 
is within sight. 

^'Ith a howl of mockery the storm- 
tossed sea whirls the great lake 
freighter Mataafa with her six thou- 
sand tons of ore like a chip In the ebb 
of a mill wheel, smashing her prow 
against the north pier of the entry. 
There she pauses and giving up the 
warmth and comfort ahead of her, 
swings about to face the warring ele- 
ments. As she turna a great wave 
smites and drives her stern fairly 
across the steel clad end of the same 
massive pier. Maimed and crippled, 
wheel and rudder gone, with her pow- 
erful engines useless, she Is a huge and 
helpless hulk In the hands of the 
tempest. 

Slowly the wind swings the Mataafa 
around, driving her prow hard and 
fast on the rocky bottom. The 
watching thousands shudder as her 
ungrounded stern with terrific blows 
pound the end of a submerged .stone 
pier, battering in her steel bottom 
as though it were cardboard. 

Her port gangway covering aft, 
.smashed by her second collision with 
the pier to the windward, every wave 
pouring tons of water Into her hold, 
drives the after-crew from their quar- 
ters and compels them to find what 
shelter they can behind the stack. 
The fate of the Mataafa is sealed; for 
man never built a ship to withstand 
the fury of this gale. ' 

Suddenly a lithe and active figure 
descends the ladder from the after to 
the hatch deck; now swiftly running, 
now pausing to elude a wave, greedy 
to sweep him into the boiling caldron 
of water and wreckage, to be ground 
to death on the rocks beyond. He 
makes his way foreward. Safety is 
within a few steps when his strength 
deserts him. He is staggering, about 
to fall when a brother .sailor descends 
into the hell of water and drags him 
to the safety of the foreward deck. 
As his messmate reaches the haven, 
another darts across the death fraught 
deck. Once he Is swept into the 
raging sea and thrown back again, 
winning his battle for life by reaching 
the forecastle. One more makes the 
perilous trip In .saf«>ty. walking across 
the storm swept deck as a man about 
'nls dally buslnes.s. His quiet confi- 
dence la wonderful, as clinging to the 
rail he lets some powerful wave wash 



broken iti spirit and body regains the 
after deck, from which he Is never 
to walk again. 

This Is all, for the Mataafa's st.-rn 
settles lower and lower, a stream of 
cardinal pouring fiom her wounded 
sides as the red ore that forms her 
cargo mingles with the storming 
waves. Like her life blood, it pul.ses 
from the gaping wounds of the storm 
king's hand, as the doomed ship 
breaks in twain. 

"Help: For God's sake help! The 
men are freezing. We have no food 
or fire! Faintly the words came- 
through the thickening twilight over 
the noise of the storm from the cap. 
tain's battered megaphone. 

Already the life savers are at work 
with the beach apparatus. .Swiftly 
they set the mortar. It is ready. 
They fire, but the wind with a hideous 
howl of laughter, throws back the 
sailing line. Again they fire to meet 
the .same Ignominious defeat. With 
the gathered multitude cursing them, 
they again load the mortar, this time 
with a double charge of powder. The 
line sails clear and falls across the 
foreward cabin, a sailor eagerly seizes 
It. Quickly he climbs to the rigging 
above and fastens It, with freezing 
hands, to a shroud, which done he falls 
unconscious to the deck, his frozen 
hands refusing long to do his bidding. 
The willing hands of his mates pick 
up the lifeless figure and carry it into 
the shelter of the "Texas." 

The storm again thwarts the Ingen- 
uity of man. covering the ropes with 
water that freezes them together, 
though the strength of many hands 
are strained in their vain efforts to 
move them. 

The snow is now falling. So thick 
and fa.st does It come, that the ship 
is soon hidden from sight by the cur- 
tain of white. Though out of sight 
it is not out of mind, and all through 
the long cold hours of the night, great 
fires burn to let the unfortunate .sail- 
ors know the vigil is being kept. 

With the first light of the gray 
dawn, the watchers see the sad rem- 
nant of the Mataafa. a smashed and 
battered wreck. The ice-clad after- 
quarters shine bright in the morning 
sunlight. But we see no Joy In their 
beauty, for death alone reigns there. 
Beneath its crystal surface, in a solid 
block of ice. huddled together in the ven- 
tilators, where they souglu protection 
from the tempest, are nine unfoi'tunates. 
Foreward here and there can be seen 
a moving figure gazing shoreward. 

The wind has abated a little and the 
sea gone down, hut great breakers still 
roll cruel and high upon the beach as 
the life savers launch the surf boat. 
Tossed and tlirown from wave to wave, 
on and on slie goes till she lies In the 
lee of the wrecked Mataafa. The sail- 
ors come from the sheeted foreward 
cabin and sliJe dow^ the ley rop« they 
have thrown out to the life-boat be- 
neath them. 

Rocking and swinging, the little boat 
makes Its way homeward, while thou- 
sands shout their encouragement to the 
men battling with death on the waters. 
Inch by inch, they come, till with sav- 
age veils itf victory at the warring ele- 
ments, the watchers rush into the icy 
waters and drag the exhausted men 
ashore. 

Turning our eyes again to the tang- 
led mass of steel tiiat was once the 
pride of the inland sea. we breathe a 
prayer for the repose of the dead.

'.through to a marked success as a public enterprise, 
but without being then, or prospectively in the future, 
a profitable venture. 

This Central Market is beyond doubt, the best laid 
out for doing produce business of any in the rmted 
States. W . E. Bell, representing the Kansas City 
and Omaha packer, said of the Central City Market : 

"The wholesale produce section of Minneapolis 
is, without doubt, the best laid out for doing business 
of any market in the United States. It has the ad- 
vantage of being planned and built for the busiiK-s, 
after the best ideas. There is everything necessary, 
and I note that the cellars have been made sanitary 
under the mo>t approved plans.'* 

In a.ldition to this market and commission busi- 
ness Mr. \\ alker has been primarily instrumental in lo- 
cating prominent wholesale houses north of Hennei)!!! 
avenue, and making it into a very substantial an<i suc- 
cessful w holesalc district. 

When the great wholesale firm of Butler Brothers 
desired to establish a cHstributing house in the North- 
west, thev hesitated between Minneaipolis and St. Taul. 
The MinneaiMjlis Commercial club and other civic or- 
gani/-aiion> were at a loss to meet the con.litions ui^on 
which the decision rested, until it occurred to thein 
that Mr. Walker was the one man who cnild offer the 
requisite facilities. 

There was no profit in the adventure lor Mr. 
Walker, still he recognized the ]>..lency of the argu- 
nunt that it would not pay to let so large an in<lus'ry 
get away. The result was the erection of the largest 
building lor mercantile purposes west of Chicago. 

This was not a business venture; it was not a

been engaged in more and m<tre extensively since his 
(ar]\ \ears and various other local personal business 
affairs, lie has f,,r many years given great attention and 
in\ested largely in measures for the development and 
growth of the city in trade and commerce and manu- 
factures, as well as in the development of educational 
institutions, including the library, the Young Men's 
Christian association, the Minnesota Academy of Sci- 
ence, and the develoi.mem of art taste and education 
in the city and llie Northwest. 

The Central City Markel. including the large com- 
prehensixe c<»mmission district surrounding the mar- 
ket, has been one of the enterprises which he has ear- 
ned on an<l w.rked r-ut to its i-rcscnt .standing amidst 
the lack '-i appreciation and misunderstanding of the 
public, and iiariicuiarly of the city council, who have 
failed t" understand and appreciate the importance of 
this in maimaining the wlioU-sale trade of the city. 

It was entered upon, n-'i as a matter of profit. 
but for the general advantage e.f the city. When the 
oreat Central Market burned a numlier <'f years ago, 
his farmer partner in the enierprisc. Maj. Camp, hav- 
ing iUmI. auil llie estate refusing t<.. go on with the nn- 
derlakin-. he i)urcha.-ed the estate's interest, and, in 
tlie lace Ml what was apparently an unprofitable ven- 
ture, but yet mees-ary to maintaining the trade of 
MinneaiH.lV. lie entered upon it. and has carried ii 



business investment. It was a contribution to the 
w ell-being of the city he had made his home for many 
years — a contribution which no other citizen or group 
of citizens was willing to make. 

Many of the industries of St. Louis Park were fi- 
nanced by him. and his investments are responsible for 
the prosperous growth of that busy suburb of Minne- 
apolis. 

A Man of Affairs. 

Mr. Walker's interest has not alone been centered 
in public affairs of his home city, for he is a member 
of the National Arts club of New York, of the Minne- 
ai)c»lis Art society, of the Commonwealth Club of San 
Francisco — a literary and economic assexnation, of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science, 
the National Geographic society, the American Eco- 
nomic association, the American Institute oi Civics, 
the American Forestry association, and is the North- 
western member of the international committee of the 

Y. M. C. A. 

Mr. Walker has given much time, attention and 
contributions to the local, the state and the national 
Young Men's Christian association work. He is chair- 
man of the board of directors of the local institution 
in Minneapolis, and is a member of the national com- 
mittee, whose work reaches over the w'lede cunlry 



and over the world. He gives some time to the work, 
and frequently delivers addresses to the young men 
at the Association hall. 

He visited Duluth several years ago. and si)oke 
at the public meeting and banquet given by the l>usi- 
ness men of this city in the Spalding hotel. 

,Mr. Walker is primarily responsible for the de- 
velopment of the library system of Minneapolis. He 
w orked for many years to develop the old Athenaeum 
Library association into a more public and generally 
useful association, reaching out in its benefits to the 
whole city. He worke<l at this for eighteen years, and 
was then ])rimarily instrumental in establishing the 
present puldic library, and was one of the largest con- 
tributors to the fund required by the city from private 
sources before entering upon public appropriations to 
build and maintain it. 

In establishing this, he was ])articularly interested 
in providing for the Tublic Art Gallery, the Museum 
and the upbuilding of the Minneapolis Art School. 

Out of resjiect un- his interest in the library, he 
has l>een conlinnally reelected by the people a- a di- 
rector, and through regard for his interest and ])ro:ii- 
inent part has been re-electe.l president each } car -ince 
the board was organized twenty-three years ag'. 

He has furnished a large and magnificent ce.lk-c- 
tion of i-ainiings ior the library, which f.M- many years 
was in the original art room of the library, l-ui 
within the i)ast several years he has paid the expe.i-e 
of finishing the new gallery and the museum room. 

The largest part of the pictures — more than four- 
fjfths — in the large art room, which is about 3<ixl40 
feet, have been furnished by Mr. W alker, and consti- 
tute a feature of great interest and value to the public, 
andinbringingtoihecity many visitors to see these, as 
well as the museum of the Academy of Science, wliich 
Mr. Walker has been instrumental in building u]. and 
contributing many cases of valuable specimens, and 
which institution he has been working in for more than 
thirty years, and has been its most helpful memlier. 

He is president of the association, and is conini 
ually adding to the already considerable collectiem of 
beautiful, rare, and attractive objects of art and nature, 
evidently seeking to build this and the art collection 
and art school into an art institute and museum at 
some future date. 

Mr. Wallcer's Art Collection. 

This rare collection of the old world and American 
masterpieces, has contributed greatly to Minneapolis' 
fame, to all lovers of art, who have had an oj)portunity 
to visit the art gallery in the wing of the Walker resi- 
dence, the only entrance to which is through the front 
door, which is open to visitors six days of the week, 
with no admission fee. 

To give a description and actual account of the 
real merit and standing in the art world of thi- c^l 
lection, would seem to many, or perhaps to people 
generally, as an exaggeration, but with recorded testi- 
monials from such persons as Joseph Jefferson the 
actor: the art student and lecturer, Dr. R. B. Holling- 
ton of Toled<\ Ohio; Cora R. Gibson, art writer of 
St. Louis: Henry Reinhardt, the most prominent art 
dealer of Chicago: Dr. David Starr Jordan of Califor- 
nia ; Theodore Thotnas uf New York city, and a gener- 
ally expressed sentiment as found on the records in 
the register in the gallery, it is accounted the finest 
and most attractive collection in the world, either in 
public or private collections. That is to say, C'<n- 
taining the most uniformly, highest grade uf art — 
without any mediocre or commonplace paintings found 
in the collection. And this collection, as well as in 
the equally unexcelled collection of porcelains, 
bronzes, jades, ancient and modern high-grade glass, 
carved crystals of pink and w hite, including white and 
rose quartz, amethyst, lapis lazuli, together with the 
finest collection of ancient Chinese smiff bottles, and 
ivory carvings that are known in any collection, as 
expressed by the latest visitor, Mr. Theodore Thomas 
of New York city, that "the collection is perfectly be- 
wildering."' and that from his knowledge of the col- 
lections in the different nations — public and private — 
that he had 'never seen anything like this." 

Among the notable masterpieces are found exam- 
ples by Berchem, Breton, Rosa and August Bonheur, 
Bougureau, Alonzo Cano. Cazin, Cipriana, Constable, 
Corot, Madame Demont-Breton De Brush, Dupre, 
Francaise. Fabritius, Flynch, Gainsborough, Gericault, 
Ghirlandajo, Harpignies, Henner, Hogarth. Hobbema, 
Hans Holbein, George Inness, Sr., and Jr., Jacque, 
Knaus, Lawrence, Robert Lefebre, Lely, Claude 
Lorraine. iMurillo, Sebastian del Piombo, Raeburn, 
Raphael, Rembrandt, Guido Reni. Sir Joshua Reynolds; 
Romney, Rousseau. Reubens, Schreyer, Thaulaw , Tur- 
ner. \'an Dvck, \'an Marcke, Richard Wilson, Felix 
Zeiin, Bonifazio, Ribera, Botticelli, Canaletto, and

-was at that time much speculation and 
many conflicting rumors.

He is in the billion dollar class, the great - 
money maker Independent of all the trust barons, in fact the 
first citizen oi the republic. Who is there after reading these . 
figures will point the finger and say there goes the "hayseed." 
The real independent citizen after all is the tiller of the soil 
and the families that will be in the billion dollar class in the 
next ten years in the Northland will be the tillers of the soil. 



"NO FIELD HAS GREATER PROMISE" 

A Country With Such a Climate, Such Soil, 

Producing Such Crops, Opens a Door 

of Hope to the Wage Earner and 

Small Farmer. 

An extract from the address of Mr. John G. Williams deltr- 
ero 1 It Mie dairymen's meeting, June 26. 1907, at the Commer- 
cial clul> of Duluth. Mr. Williams is deeply interested in the 
tilling of the soil, being one of the owners of the far-famed 
Jean Du Luth farm, located near Duluth in St. Louis county, a 
farm that is a money-maker as a crop producer and in dairying, 
T want to call attention to a tract of land immediately ad- 
jacent to the Head of the Lakes * • * having a radius of 
fifty miles ♦ * ♦ embracing about five million acres, a verit- 
able empire in itself. That in Minnesota would embrace the 
southwestern part of Lake county, all of the southern part ol 
St. Louis county, reaching to the southerly edge of the Mesaba 
range, would touch Itasca and Aitkin counties, take all ot 
Carlton county, and about the northern two-fifths of Pine 
county In Wisconsin it would take the western part of Bay- 
field county, part of Washburn county, part of Burnett county. 
and all of Douglas county. I adopt these boundaries as an illus- 
tration merely, and not for comparison with the country out- . 
side of it. 

"As to the soil, it is of glacial origin. It is mostly clay 
loam or sandy loam, with clay sub-soil. It is friable and kind 
in tillage, and perfect in its mineral properties. In some of the 
low ground is found black muck. The land is generally rolling, 
thongli extensive low lands are also found; these, however, are 
easily drained, and, in the majority of cases, become sufficiently 
dry without drainage, other than that from cultivation and 
exposure to sun and air. They are cut-over lands, and quite a 
valuable stand of timber is found on many of them yet. such as 
yellow birch, oak. sugar maple and basswood on the higher 
lands and tamarack, cedar, spruce, balsam, elm and white birch 
on the lower lands. 

"This region abounds in springs, lakes and streams of cold 
and wholesome water; indeed, tlie whole region is remarkably 
clear from any sourness or acidity. 

"The climate is cool, and the air fresh and braciag. The 
annual precipitation is about thirty inches, including about forty- 
eight inches of snow Rain rarely falls from November to 
April, and during this period the ground is permanently covered 
with snow. No freezing and thawing occurs here. The heaviest 
rainfall occurs during the growing season, May, June, July and 
August: about one-half of the precipitation falling during these 
four months. The winter is cold, steady and sunny, the ther- 
mometer, however, falling to 20 degs. or more below zero but a 
few days in the year. The last killing frost of spring is May 3. 
and the first killing frost of fall is Oct. 4. These figures are 
the averages since the weather bureau was established here 
some thirty-five or thirty-six years ago, and were kindly fur- 
nished me by Mr Richardson, the gentleman now in charge. 

■'When I have described the soil and the climate, it is no 
surprise to find this region growing the crops it does. It is be- 
lieved to be superior to any region in the country in the pro- 
duction d- grass The native grass is the blue grass and white 
clrn-er; but the red clover and the alsike grow in profusion, 
likewise timothy, red top and blue Joint. 

"Three tons to the acre of i nred clover and timothy is not 
considered an extra crop; and with cultivation, better tillage, 
and application of barnyard manure. I am satisfied that a much 
heavier crop can be grown. All staple grains do well, such as 
oats, barley and speltz; and it is especially adapted to winter 
rye There is no such thing known as winter killing of the 
cl .vers or other grasr,e3, as is found in sections in the South. 
This is doubtless due to the fact that it is protected by the snow 
in the winter. This also accounts largely for the adaptability of 
this section for the growing of winter grains. In most of this 
section corn cannot yet be depended upon to grow to maturity; 
at any rate, not the larger varieties. But good crops can be 
secured of corn suflFiciently matured for the silo, or to be cured 
dry for fodder. Corn grown here shows wonderful feeding 
value, and stock thrive on it even better than on clover hay and 
roots. 

"As to roots, the rutabaga, mangel, carrot and turnip pro- 
duce heavy crops. They grow large and they grow fast. The 
rutabaga.^ arc strikingly free from side roots, which in many 
places render tlicm stringy and bitter. Potatoes, cabbage, cauli- 
tiower and squash also do well. - * 

"N(»w. a country with such climate, such soil, and producing 
such crops, must make an ideal dairy country. It is true it is 
not free from waste In the circle I have described are found 
sr.ni.- -mdy jack pine ridges, some stony places, and some 
broken sections But I believe there is as large a percentage 
of arable ground in this section as there is in any other dairy 
section in the country. Some ot it is expensive clearing, if one 
desires to rid the soil of all stumps; but this is not necessary 
ill dairynig and stock-raising. It can be fitted for pasture and 
hay with very little expense, and by intensive cultivation the 
farmer ran raise what grain and roots he requires on a com- 
paratively small area. 

"No better market can be found than at the Head of the 
Lakes for the products of the dairy farm. These cities are 
going to grow; the ranges must be fed; the murine trade is 
growing. 

"In addition to the direct produce of the dairy, milk, cream 
and butter, there will be great demand for dairy cattle. Then 
with the cl'ivers, barley and the roots, in addition to some skim 
milk and butter milk, the dairy farmer can cheaply produce a 
superior article of pork and bacon; and can also produce poul- 
try and eggs. 

"Dairying will inevitably build up the fertility of the soil; 
and n.> man is as well situated for truck gardening as the dairy 
farmer. Here again, is an unsurpassed market for table vege- 
tables iiid for small fruit. 

"Otiier things can be raised to advantage, such as sheep. 
beef cattle, and horses; but I think that all of these should be 
subordinate to the great industry of dairying and its allied 

products. 

"This section has been much maligned, some claiming that 
it is practically worthless for agricultural purp.^ses, and should 
be devoted to forestry. Such claim is either made in bad faith, 
or in wilful ignorance of the facts. As naturally might be ex- 
pected, the opponents of the idea of reforestration with equal 
vehemence assert that it is all good and available for cultiva- 
tion. This is also erroneous. The fact is that considerable por- 
tions should be put in such forestry as the nature of the ground 
is best adapted to; and, indeed, it would not be wasted. Every 
farm, as it is opened up in this vast domain, should have its 
fringes or copses of woodland. And if the native forest cannot 
be preserved, trees should be planted. A forest, not only for 



fuel supply, but for shelter and shade for the livestock, is very 
desirable, if not indispensable, in a dairy and stock country. 

"A comparison is often helpful in bringing certain facts 
vividly before the mind, and I want to make one comparison 
for that purpose. The home of ex-Governor Hoard of W iscon- 
sin is in Jefferson county. That county is reputed to be the 
banner county of the United States in dairying, area being con- 
sidered. It has. I am told. 36.000 people, and '"^^"ta.ns 40^ 
cows. The annual product of the cows in butter is $2,000,000^ 
The total agricultural products, being the dairy products and 
their incidental by-products, amount to $5,000,000 a X^^''; ^"^ 
the dairy farmers of the county have in bank deposits $_.000,UUJ. 
"Now, what I want to emphasize is this fact: Jefferson 
county. Wisconsin, is one-twelfth the area of the land m the 
circle I have described. Think of a farming population m this 
circle of twelve times that of Jefferson county; of nearly one- 
half million dairy cows; of $60.0^.000 annually of farm prod- 
ucts; and of $25.LHDO,000 of bank deposits to the credit of the 
farmers, a sum in excess of all the present deposits in all of the 
banks of St. Louis county and Douglas county. Think what an 
impetus this would give to these cities, and what a far-reaching 
inHuence it would have on the development of the Northwest 
generally. I believe this section is capable of as intensive culti- 
vation, and of as large a farm product, proportionately, as Jet- 
ferson county. Wisconsin. Not this year, it is true, nor in the 
next live years or ten years; for if farms could be made and in- 
dustries built up that easy, their products would not be worth 
much. The important fact is that this section has within it this 
possibility, and is only awaiting development. 

"It behooves these cities to make known the possibilities of 
these lands; to have them opened up by highways; and to in- 
crease the transportation facilities to reach the markets of these 
cities. Large portions of this area are already reached by rail- 
roads; other railroads are now coming. But a large proportion 
of them, in my judgment, must be opened up by electric suburb- 
an railways. What an outlet for the power of the Great North- 
ern Power companyl 

"Dairy products, unlike the grain products of the farther. 
West, are marketed daily: and means of cheap and qmck trans- 
portation to these cities is vital, as well as highways and cross 
roads, where creameries and cheese factories can be estab- 
lished at convenient points for the surrounding farmers. 

"It behooves the citizens of these cities to do more. I 
think they should become active workers in the opening up and 
developing of this region. A part of the surplus of the wealthy 
man could be well invested in this work, and would bring good 
returns, not only in the relaxation, change and satisfaction that 
it would bring him. but eventually in dollars and cents, as well. 
"This section affords a rare opportunity for the expert 
dairyman, who has capital and can afford to go into the busi- 
ness on a large scale. It also opens a door of hope m the wage 
earner and the small farmer. The cow brings quick returns. 

"The department of agriculture of the Federal government, 
and like departments in our state governments of Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, now furnish valuable aid to the farmer. Experi- 
mental farms are carried on, and the results of their operations 
is published and distributed free to all applicants. So that the 
observant reader is soon instructed in animal husbandry, plant 
husbandry, the housing of animals, the care of farm products. 
and. in short, everything pertaining to farm work and economy. 
"The day is coming, also, when efficient farm aid will be 
easier to secure than it has been in the past. Large classes of 
energetic young men are being turned out annually from the 
agricultural departments of the University of Wisconsin and the 
University of Minnesota; and they are going to make their 
mark. For them I know of no field having greater promise 
than the section I have described. 

"I know of nothing better for the stability and progress of 
this great Northwest than to have it dotted with contented, in- 
dependent, industrious, prosperous and moral homes. 

"The day you will have twelve Jetferson counties in this 
circle, think what it will mean to these cities. Think what it 
will mean to supply these thousands of dairy farmers, not only 
with the necessities of life, but with the luxuries, as, well, for 
they will have luxuries. We ought to do all in our power to 
help those who develop this region to help themselves. And 
it is a step in this direction that we have the talent with us to- 
night and tomorrow. 

"In addition to my own experience I call attention to an 
editorial from Wallace's Farmer, Des Moines. Iowa. This is 
from a disinterested source and should be read by us all: 

" 'There is a vast amount of good land in Northern Minne- 
sota, where timothy grows better than in the corn belt; and 
where blue grass has become a nuisance. The farmer who goes 
into this section will very soon discover, that he cannot grow 
corn in a large way. nor feed cattle and hogs as he did m the 
corn belt proper. Any man who is a good farmer, however, and 
not over 50 years of age. can adapt himself to the new condi- 
tions, if he will, and make all the money that is really good for 
him.'— Wallace's Farmer. June 25. 1907."

Real Information for Homeseekers 

In the years that have passed, the movement of farmers has 
been directed to the prairie lands of the damp and bleak far 
Northwest.

There is a constant demand and a very inadequate 
supply of eggs, butter, poultry and vegetables. After the towns 
in his own vicinity are supplied, Duluth, Superior and the large 
and growing towns and cities on the Iron Ranges stand ready 
to purchase every dozen of eggs, every pound of butter or poul- 
try, every gallon of milk, everything produced on the farm. He 
has the benefit of the great grain markets of Duluth-Superior 
and the livestock markets of Duluth. 

To real homeseekers the Northland offers the greatest 
opportunities and possibilities. It is safe to say that there is not 
any equal portion of the United States today that can offer as 
great inducements to the man of moderate or small means as 
this portion of Minnesota. Especially is this true of the man 
with small means and a growing family, who desires to obtain 
valuable land at a low price for farming, dairying and stock- 
raising purposes. J

Practical Farmers Coming 

Within a few years past, however, renewed attention has 
been <lrawn to the cut-over timber lands to much of which the 
rays of the sun penetrated for the first time in centuries after 
the lumbermen's work was done. Many experienced and practP 
cal farmers have been attracted to the Northland from the 
prairie states of the West and elsewhere.

Creameries are usually managed on the co-operative 
plan and the patrons receive the full benefit of the best markets 
The abundance of clear, fresh water and the superior quality 
of the grasses which abound, guarantee the highest quality of 
dairy products when the bu:,ine.ss is intelligently handled, while 
the by-products of the dairy can be made an important adjunct 
of the farmer's income. 

What has been stated regarding the adaptability of this 
country to the keeping of dairy cows will apply with equal force 
to the growing of young stock. Owing to the perpetual fresh- 
ness of the grass, cattle are able to gam their sub.-,i.',tence there- 
from at all times when the ground is not covered with snow 
and the grazing season is prolonged considerably beyon.l that 
which prevails from 300 to 5^)0 mile, farther >outh where 
drought sometimes necessitates the feeding ot cattle m mid- 
summer. The stockman who doubts these assertions need only 
visit this section of the country in mid-summer and note the 
prevailing thriftiness of the livestock to be cnvinced of their 
truthfulness. 



Fruit Growing 



Only recently have the great possibilities in the way of fruit 
culture been realized by the people of the Northland, but suf- 
ficient experiments extending over a series of years, have been 
made to prove that nearly every variety of fruit suited to the 
temperate zone can be successfully grown here, while in the 
Lake Superior basin especially, many fruits thrive more readily 
than in some localities far to the .southward. It is but reason- 
able to suppose that a region especially prepared by nature for 
timber growing should be more conducive to the artificial cul- 
ture of trees and shrubbery than one which is. naturally, a bare 
prairie. Many of the hardier varieties of apples and crabs are 
grown in abundance when given reasonable attention and red 
and blue plums are also very prolific crops, while cherries 
thrive in most parts of this region. In the production of small 
fruits, every portion of the Northland will compare favorably 
with the best-known fruit sections. Strawberries, raspberries, 
gooseberries, red and black currants and blackberries here 
attain tlieir greatest perfection, the quality and tiavor being far 
superior to those grown elsewhere. As these fruits reach matur- 
ity at a season when the supply of other localities is exhausted, 
the surplus always finds a ready market in the cities of the 
country at much higher prices than prevail while the crop is 
plentiful. 

Taken altogether, the opportunities for "truck" farming or 
market gardening in this region are far superior to those which 
prevail elsewhere. 

Root Crops Very Prolific 

Much of the soil of this region, especially the sandy loams, 
is peculiarly adapted to raising potatoes, the yield being enor- 
mous while the quality is unsurpassed and tubers grown in this 
belt command the highest price in the markets of the country. 
Through much of this territory there is a home demand which 
exceeds the supply and enables the producer to command from 
50 to IW per cent better prices than if located at points where 
the expense of shipping and handling were interposed between 
himself and the consumer. Other roots and vegetable crops 
are equally fruitful and, when not consumed upon the farm, 
find a ready home market. Carrots, beets, parsnips, turnips and 
rutabagas, manzel, wurtzels, cabbage, peas, beans and other 
garden products have a superior tenderness and flavor and 
thrive to a remarkable degree, and the farmer who is advant- 
ageously situated V5 engage in market gardening has an assured 
income requiring the cultivation of but a few acres if pursued 
with energy and intelligence.

I find many instances where the 
homesteader.s have with their own 
hands subdu-M the forests, have built 
themselves comfortable homes and 
barns, and cleared sufficient land from 
which they make a good living and 
that these settlers have good country 
school houses, with competent teach- 
ers receiving better than the average 
pay for country teachers. That these 
schools have good school libraries and 
appliances and best of all, are filled 
to overflowing with bright, healthy, 
sturdy boys and girls, who are happy 
in their farm homes with farm life. 

I find throughout the county many 
miles of excellent roads, better than 
moat of the country roads In Illinois 
.T.nd Iowa. 

I find railroads everywhere crossing 
and recrosslng the country in all di- 
rections. 80 that measured by the 
time it takes to reach the market 
rather than by the milea traveled, the 
great markets of Duluth and the iron 
range towns are near the farmer's 
door. 

I find dairymen near Duluth making

Red clover does equally well with 
the alsike clover, and will yield more 
per acre, but has to be reseeded every 
third year. 

Corn can be grown for ensilage or 
fodder and yields from eight to ten 
tons per acre. 

Currants, gooseberries, raspberries 
and strawberries produce abundantly 
the most delicious fruits. and the 
Duche.ss of Olenberg. wealthy and 
other hardy varieties of applet,, are 
proving good bearers.

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Ever since the discovery of iron ore in Minnesota, Duluth has had 
the ambition to be an iron and steel manufacturing center. In fact, more 
than twenty years ago the blast furnace, which now constitutes the nucleus 
of the present plant of the Zenith Furnace company, was constructed. Its 
erection was an experiment in a number of ways. The question of a 
profitable market was unsolved, as well as the more important one of an 
adequate supply of coke. Considerable time and money was spent in a 
futile attempt to secure a sufficient amount of coke of uniform quality, but 
efforts in this direction seemed to be of no avail. The promoters finally 
gave up and the furnace went out of blast. 

Several other companies were organized to carry on the enterprise, 

but without success. 

While these attempts w^ere being made, a new development was tak- 
ing place in the manufacture of coke. What is known as the by-product 
system was being slowly introduced in the United States. Under this 
method a satisfactory quality of coke is made, and at the same time large 
quantities of illuminating gas, tar and ammonia are saved. The success 
of this method resulted in the reawakening of interest in the manufacture 

of iron at Duluth. 

The Zenith Furnace company was organized and began the con- 
struction of a complete by-product coking plant, capable of supplying its 
needs. In connection with this plant, a coal dock with an annual capac- 
ity of 500,000 tons of coal was constructed. 

As the ovens use all the screenings produced by the coal dock, the 
"Zenith Coal," as it is called, soon took first place in the commercial trade, 
both on account of its special preparation and also its quality. 

As the sale of the illuminating gas produced was a necessary pre- 
liminary, negotiations were undertaken with the water and light commis- 
sioners. ' These resulted in a contract which has proven very satisfactory 
to all concerned. The city has been supplied with all the gas required, 
and the growth of its sales is remarkable. For example: The sale of gas 
during the first year of the contract was about 90,000,000 cubic feet, 
while the current year will exceed 240,000,000 cubic feet, an increase of 

255 per cent in five vears. 

This increase is largely accounted for by the use of gas for cooking 
and water heating. Nearly five thousand appliances have been connected 
during this period. Lighting has also shared in the increase to almost 

as great an extent. 

New types of lamps have also been devised, which give the greatest 

possible light for a given expenditure of money. 

The Duluth Tar Company constructed a large and substantial plant 
a short distance west of the Furnace Company, where all kinds of tar 







papers, roofing and paving pitches, as well as creosoting oil for timber 
preservation, are manufactured. This Company has also made a spe- 
cialty of a proper mixture for tar macadam pavements. It has proven 
exceptionally satisfactory, especially for residence streets where heavy 
teaming is unusual. The average cost is only about $1.25 per square 
yard, which is materially less than either brick or asphalt. 

To anyone visiting the plant for the first time, the mechanical hand- 
ling of materials is especially noticeable. Starting with the coal in the 
boat, the first operation is the hoisting and dumping into small cars which 
distribute the coal either on the storage pile or into loading pockets. The 
coal is next divided as it runs into the railway cars, and the smaller sizes 
collected in another bin beneath the pockets. From these bins belt con- 
veyors take the smaller coal to rotary screens where the steam size of 
"Zenith Coal" is prepared. These screens insure thorough separation of 
the screenings, which now go to the oven bin. 

This is the beginning of the end for the coal. It is quickly fed into 
the hot ovens below and emerges twenty-four hours later as coke. At the 
same time the gas, tar and ammonia are separated and collected in the 
condensing house. 

In connection is a complete carburetted water gas plant which is 
kept in reserve so that in case of accident to the ovens the city could be 
immediately supplied with a sufficient quantity of gas. 

The coke, after being cooled, is loaded by gravity into narrow gauge 
cars and transferred to the furnace. Here about 2,000,000 pounds of 
coke are mechanically handled each day, together with the same 
amount of limestone. Large quantities of water are also required, over 
4,000,000 gallons being pumped daily. Every four hours the molten 
iron is drawn off and run into moulds. About 250 tons are produced 
each day. Large blowing engines force into the furnace about 30,000,- 
000 cubic feet of air every twenty-four hours in order to produce the 
necessary temperature for reducing the iron. 

These figures give some idea of the large quantities handled entirely 
by machinery. 

The new boiler plant installed last summer contains eight 400 horse 
power boilers. This plant supplies all the departments with steam. 

When the agitation for a steel plant began two or three years ago, 
Duluth was able not only to argue its advantages of location, but also to 
show a successful furnace actually operating in its midst. The success of 
the Zenith Furnace Company was largely instrumental in satisfying the 
Steel Corporation that a plant at Duluth would be a success, both finan- 
cially and as an operating proposition.

HE most modern cold .storage 

plant in America Is that of 

the above plant, a handsome 

fireproof, seven story brick 

and concrete building, located 

on South Seventh avenue west, as the 

following brief description by floors 

will entirely prove: 

The first floor Is devoted exclusively 
to the receiving of goods going into 
storage and the power plant, one of 
the most complete in equipment In the 
city. It has been the endeavor to 
confine the mechanical equipment as 
much as possible to this room, owing 
to the 'fact that It Is absolutely fire- 
proof, being shut off from the rest of 
the building, with only one opening, i 
In this room, two large ammonia com- 
pressors used for the purpose of com- 
pressing the ammonia, gas, after It 
has done Its work In cooling the brine 
to be circulated through the pipes 
throughout the building. One of the 
compressors Is driven by electrical 
power, supplied by the Great Northern 
Power company, while the other com- 
pressor Is a steajij-drlven machine, 
held as a reserve In case of a mishap 
to the electric machine. All the me- 
chanical equipments are in duplicate, i 
thus having double protection for 
goods !n storage. On this floor is 
one of the most complete fur storage 
vaults In the United States. In this 
room, furs of all descriptions are 
stored at a temperature considerably 
below the freezing point, thus pro- 
tecting the garments from moth. An 
absolutely fireproof vault, as well as 
burglar-proof, adjoining the fur vault 
Is a workroom for the furrier In charge 
of the vault, who looks over and thor- 
oughly cleans all garments before plac- 
ing them in storage. 

On the second floor there are three 
large freezer rooms, used for freezing 
meats, etc. These rooms are held at 
very low temperatures, for quick 
freezing of meats after they arrive 
at the plant. 

Third Floor — Here are two butter 
rooms for the storage of butter, which 
can be held at temperatures as low 



as 10 degs. below zero, also one large 
room for the purpose of egg storage. 

Fourth Floor — Is two large rooms.

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I am not of those who believe that a man should be penalized be- 
cause of his industrial activity, his thrift or his genius. Neither do I 
believe it to be a wise policy to frame drastic tax laws which attack 
business interests, to the end that capital be either driven out of the 
state, or impose such conditions as would keep capital from the state 
which might seek otherwise investment here.

INSPECTION OF GRAIN. 

During the past two years there h&v^ 
been but few complaints, so far as X 
am advised, of discrimination in th# 
state inspection of wheat. Certain 
millers of this and adjacent state* 
about a year ago asked for a change 
in the grades, but both the railroad 
and warehouse commission and th« 
grain Inspectltm board opposed suclj 
change, and 1 concurred In their view*. 
Tlie discussion was valuable elilefly 
for the issue Involved. Analysis mad^ 
by me for the esiaV>lishment of the 
state laboratory and the employment 
of a state chemist, the same to be un- 
der the supervision of the grain In- 
spection board. 1 believe all gradef 
of grain should be established on a 
commercial value, and not on a plivslcal 
appearance of the cereal. Maiuifao* 
turera are e<iuipping themselves wlta 
laboratories and chemists. and thejf 
naturallv take advanlge of their sclen* 
tific findings, and this puts the producer 
at a decided disadvantage whenever th0 
issue is involved. An analysis made by 
the grain inspection board through of« 
ficlal laboratories have proven satis- 
factory, and the state sliould lie on 
even terms with manufacturers that 
the grain grower, who looks to th^ 
state for protection, should receive 
tliat protection. 



LIBERAL AID FOR DRAINAGE. 



I desire to emphasize the great need of very liberal appropria- 
tions for the state drainage work. It is a channel through which ex- 
cellent returns can be had for every dollar appropriated. Not only can 
the state school fund be largely augmented m this manner, biit thou- 
sands of homes can at the same time be added to the rural districts 
from which every business center in the state will reap some benetit.

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THE cigar industry of the 
United States pays a rev- 
en ue to Uncle Sam in 
round figures, $300,000,000, which 
means that over 8,000,000,000 
cigars are manufactured annually. 

Is it then to be wondered at, that

In no other field of manufacture is there more need of protecting the 
public against wrong labeling, as practiced by the trust-sweat shop cigar factories, 
that invariably label their boxes "Havana." This is one of the frauds that Duluth 
smokers can escape by smoking none but Duluth made cigars.

ministrative offices. . 

The fact that the court house has two entrances of nearly equal importance on opi)o^ 
site sides called for tlie scheme of a larue c..rridor running practically through the entire 
width of tlie building on all storied, with the elevators and main staircase near the principaa. 
entrance and .econ<larv stairs at the other en<l. This corridor on the fourth or court room 
floor becomes an imposinc: lobby two stories in hei8:ht. with vaulted ceilings in shape ot 
three cupolas, hj^hted from the top throuorh colored art jrlass. This lobby, which is m 
reality a larjre hall or waiting room for the public, has been treated in accordance with 
its importance as the approach to the halls of justice, and will be thirty-seven feet high 
and form one of the must dignified interiors in the country.

ON THIRD FLOOR are located the g^rand jury room, 28x47. with attorney and witness 

rooms- future court room, jtivenile court, county clerk, county attorney and his assistants. 

FOURTH FLOOR is occupied by the four principal court rooms and dependencies. 

These rooms form four practically identical 
units disposed symmetrically, each of them 
com])rising a large court room 28x53, 25 ft. in 
height. They are lighted both by window> nn 
one side and by ceiling lights. A wood wai:i- 
scot 5 ft. in height runs around the wdiole room ; 
jury room, with toilet; judge's n^om. with 
ante-room, each one of the four judge's rooms 
beinq- located at one corner of the building; 
stenograi)hers' room, men wnne5s room, wo- 
men witness room. In addition, there are on 
this floor a consultati<Mi room for attorneys and 
their clients and a room for the assignment of 
cases. 

FIFTH FLOOR. The east side of this door 
is taken up by a law library with private office 
for the librarian. The balance of the floor area 
has been left unassigned and will be used for 
divers offices now located on other floors which may have to be moved when the growth of 
the count V demands a larger number of court rooms. The style of the architecture is of a 
freely interpreted classic. The ground floor, as you a])i)roach the building from the lower 
partof town, forms a stvlobate for the upper colonnade, and is treated with arched openings 
and strongly marked joints. The next story, which is the ground story at the rear and sides, 
carries a row of Ionic "columns three-quarters disengaged. 5 ft. 8 in. in diameter and 41 tt. m 
height, taking up the height of three stories and crowned by an entablature taking up the 
height of the fifth story. . . 

On the south elevation the frieze is solid and will receive an inscription composed hy 
President Charles \V. Eliot of Harvard universitv. which reads as follows:

On the three other sides flat pilasters take the place ot columns and the trieze is pierced 
with openinos lighting the fifth story. All exterior walls are built of New Hampshire granite. 
The roof is of green tile and crowned by a copper cresting. The surtace covered by the 
buildincr including light courts, is 155x187 ft., or 28,985 sq. ft. The cornice is 90 it. above

dleial seat of St. Louis county the reflection is one that wiil 
make any business man, any citizen, with civic pride in his 
heart, smile and say that the end is far from reached yet.

The Great Lakes freighters with carrying 
capacity of 8,000 to 12,000 gross tons; 
400 to 600 feet in length, delivering their 
tonnage on Duluth's docks, the Second, 
Tort of entrv in the New World, and probably the third on the globe, as incon- 
testible figures prove. That this traffic is advancing year by year at a phenom- 
enal rate, and that, if it shall keep up its present rate of increase for the next 
five years, while its only American rival. New York City, does not progress any 
more rapidly than it has done for years, Duluth will lead the maritime cities of 
America, and will challenge London. England, for the worlds supremacy, is not 
to be doubted. 

This is not all. for as a rail distributing point. Duluth now leads all the great 
centers, as every Northwestern railroad and the roads of the Canadian North- 
west, have or are building connecting lines to the Head of the Lakes. Duluth, in 
order to participate in the all lake and rail haul. 

In the year i 908. the wholesale and jobbing trade of Duluth. from actual 
figures, exceeded $40,000,000, and from the present oudook these figures will 
be largely increased during the present year.

Twohy 
Company and Wright-Clarkson Mercantile Company, covering the territory ot 
northwestern W^isconsin and Michigan, Minnesota, North Dakota. Montana and 
portions of South Dakota. Iowa and Nebraska. 

In wholesale hardware Duluth has two houses that stand second in the

The Marshall-Wells 
Hardware Company with 
branch houses in Pordand, 
Seatdc,\Vinnipeg and Spokane, 
and the Kelly-How-Thomson company, 
that runs into millions.

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This city has one of the largest wholesale dry goods houses in the entire 
Northwest, an institution that bears the name of F. A. Patrick & Co. To it is 
joined large factories for the manufacture of finished goods, in which it deals. 

The drug business is well represented by L. W. Leithhead Drug Com- 
pany, one of the largest jobbers and importers of drugs and chemicals in 
Minnesota. 

The Northern Shoe Company not only handles great quantities of footwear, 
but has one of the large shoe factories of the Northwest. 

One of Duluth's great jobbing houses in the furniture line that has made 
good, is that of the DeWitt-Seitz company. They have just moved into their 
new building, a cut of which appears elsewhere. 

In fruit and produce, three million dollars represents the annual business 
done by Duluth's wholesale dealers. A record unapproached by the like class 
of business men in any city in America. It is especially worthy of note hat Du- 
luth was the first city in the United States to organize a produce and fruit ex- 
change Its example has been followed by practically all cities, to the vast bene- 
fit of the trade and the incalculable good of millions of consumers. 

The wholesale cigar and tobacco lines are well represented ; as are also glass 
and crockery; leather and harness; stationery, paper and bags; urs and hides; 
hats and caps; jewelry; mill supplies and machinery; wines and hquors; candy; 
flour and feed. In fact, every line of goods earned by the jobbing^ and whole- 
sale houses of New York or Chicago, are handled by Duluth jobbing houses 
making this the commercial metropolis of this region of the Northland of such 
vast and varied natural resources-a section that is panic proof and that furnishes 
the iron ore for one-half of the steel made in the United States. 

The marvelous growth of Duluth's jobbing trade has been one of the 
wonders of modern times, and today has reached a point where in jobbing it 
furnishes a competition in all lines, not only for the Twin Cities, but Chicago, 
St. Louis and other greats marts of trade.

VALUE OF QUICK INFORMATION 

It is evident that this systen of statistical service is the greatest safeguard 
against injustice between the buyers and the seller. Both have identical infor- 
mation at the same time, and they have equal opportunities to use the data to 
their several advantage. The seller need not sell his goods at a smaller price 
than is justified by the same world's conditions of the market. 

The variation in prices is kept continually in proportion to the change m 
actual conditions throughout the world, because the conditions and quotations 
from all over the world are collected by wire and posted continually in the exchange. 

The service of the board is not of value merely to the buyers and sellers of 
grain. All branches of trade and industry are benefited, The price of grain, 
more than anything else, affects banks, interest rates, transportation rates and 
mercantile trade. And the accurate and world-wide information collected by 
the board keeps these branches of industry and trade in touch with the actual con-

and four generators of 152-KW. for lighting the building, making it a model ex- 
change building.

graver, and his assistants. 

And last, but not least, comes the 

typesetting department. At the head ' 

of this Is the foreman, and under him 

I are some forty or fifty printers.

There is an 

operator for each of the twelve lino- 

I type machines. They set the body of

printers. In the "ad alley" are set 
all the display advertisements, which 
must be set by hand. Then there 
are the "make-up men," whose fji^ty 
it Is. to assemble the type, and put it 
in the forms with its proper heads, 
and the much-maligned proofreaders, 
who take the blame for the mistaltes. 
Such is the complex organization of 
the daily newspaper. It may have ite 
variations to suit local conditions, but 
It Is the form adhere-I "o by practical- 
ly every large daily paper in America.

USES FOR WASTE WOOD. 
Chicao Tribune: Uncle Sam Is con- 
cerned about the wilful waste of wood 
which seems predestined to create 
woeful want. Millions of cords of wood 
are wasted every year in the forest 
and on the farm, because this wood Is 
„ot suitable for the various mechan- 
ical uses for which wood Is employe<l 
There are however, numerous means or 
•lisposing of this waste. Aside from 
tanning and paper making, which are 
chemical Industries that have been es- 
tablished for hundreds of years, there 
are other industrial uses of more re- 
cent origin, which are of agricultural 
importance. 

important among these are destruc- 
tive distillation, recovery of turpentine, 
resin, paper pulp, preparation of alco- 
liols and manufacture of aci<ls. These 
are growing industries because of a 
steadily Increasing demand for wood 
alcohol acetates, acetone, turpentine, 
charcoal, etc.. which are utilized in 
other industries. 

The crude products from distillation 
are chiefly four: gases, tar and oils, 
charcoal and acids. Methyl alcohol, 
acetates acetone. char<'oal. terpentine, 
wood, oil and oxalic acid are directly 
or Indirectlv obtained on a commercial 
scale from" woods, and the yield Is 
■governed largely by specific gravity, 
weight and kind of wood as well as by

New York, April 30. — The flr.st per- 
nianent .school for niotlier>j ever erected 
in the United Slates will be opened at 
i{art!ida]e, N. Y., on May 5, wlien Caro- 
line Rest. the j.'iOO.OOO institution 
i<Iven by George 11. I'. Schrader 
to the mothers and children of New 
York city, will be formally dedicated 
and tlie niagniflcent new home, easily 
one of the country's most unique edu- 
cational and charitable institutions, 
will be ready for ils first clas.s in im- 
proved living. 

Since the da.vg of the ancient Greeks, 
when Plato worked out his s.vstem of 
dividing men and women according to 
degrees of phy.sical perfection, in urder 
tliHt the state might be supplied with 
.1 finer race, philanthropists and pliil- 
oso|iiiers have turned to many and va- 
ried scliemes for curing social disor- 
ders. Americans, noted fop their gen- 
erosity in giving to the needy, have in 
the past been slow in establishing pre- 
ventive philanthropies.

\ears this ctndition has, however, been

Th.- wheat acreage there this year 
will be greatly increased, according to 
the figures fiirnislied by the Grand 
Trunk I'acltic. the Canadian Pacitic.

ton in .Vlberta to the PaciHc coast. The 
very immensity of the wlieat crop nT 
Western Cana.la provinces probably 
will defeat the millers' drawback pro- 
posed.

It was thought a week ago that the 
question as to a tariff on petroleum 
had been definitely settled beyond a 
doubt, and that that product would 
surely s^tav on the free list.

But it has been dis- 
covered that if there is one concern in 
the world that lavors free petroleum it 
is that self-same octupus. The Stand- 
ard is said to own or control at least 
90 per cent of the Mexican oil fields 
and those fields promise to become as 
productive as were the Pennsylvania 
fields thirty years ago. 

Oil is produced today in half the 
states of the Union and 90 per cent 
of the production is owned by individ- 
uals and companies entirely independ- 
ent of the Standard. There is a large 
gatliering of these oil men in Washing- 
ton now. They come from I'ennsyl- 
vania, New York, West Virginia. Ohio. 
Utah. California, Oklahoma. Kansas 
and Wyoming. They have been heard 
bv the members of the finance commit- 
tee and by individual senators and 
their arguments have apparently borne 
fruit. It is certain that at least twen- 
ty senators will support an amendment 
to tax petroleum and if they stick to- 
gether such an amendment will cer- 
tainly prevail. 

Nor are the oil men the only inter- 
ested spectators in the galleries of the 
tenate. They are apparently 500 people 
at least gathered in the capltol and 
senate office building every day. Im- 
porters, who want reductions, manu- 
facturers who insist upon increases and 
even representatives of foreign export- 
ers who think their interests in Jeop-

For the first time in fifty years all 
bills, after receiving the "O. K." of the 
legislature, were enrolled in typewrit- 
ing.

Is that there shall not be any in- 
terlines or erasures. The last warning 
is explicit and the commltiee In charge 
Is forbidden to report any bill as cor- 
rect which contains such.

Th- laws passed by the legislature 
are in the custody of Secretary of State 
Julius Schmahl. and experts who have 
examined the same say their botched 
condition is without parallel In the his- 
tory of the state.

OwnerFreed From Blame 

When Porker Attached 

Farmer. 

Charleston, W. Va., April 30. — "Has 
the domestic hog habits of gentleness?" 
The supreme court of appeals of West 
Virginia says that he has, in an opin- 
ion handed down yesterday, the only 
case of record involving personal in- 
jury inflicted by a vicious hog. 

The opinion of the court was deliv- 
ered in the case of William Johnson vs. 
Mack Manufacturing company, from 
Hancock county, and the lower court 
wa.s reversed, a judgment of $3,600 in 
favor of the plaintiff being set aside. 
The Mack Manufacturing company 
owned land adjoining Johnson, with no 
lawful fence dividing their lands. The 
company also owned a boar hog, which 
Johnson attempted to scare away from 
ills premises. 

The hog, when attacked, showed 
fight, threw Johnson down and badly 
lacerated his legs. In the lower court 
Johnson received a judgment, which 
was set aside by the higher court, the 
supreme court holding that the owner 
or keeper of a boar is not liable for 
personal injury unless it appears that 
the owner or keeper had previous 
knowledge of the vicious propensity of 
the hog, or unless the injury was done 
while trespassing upon lands enclosed 
bv a lawful fence. 

'The court also held that expert tes- 
timony as to the viciousne.ss of such 
animals was not admissible. Judge 
Williams wrote the opinion of the 
court, which says: "This is the first 
case of which we have any knowledge 
where the hog has so far departed 
from his usual habits of gentleness as 
to savagely bite and injure man,"

a .'j.MOO-ton steel package freight .steam- 
er, to be called the Coneniaugh. Slie 
will be a sister sliip of the Wissahiclj.. 
on, which was placed in service in 
August. 1907. 

Traffic on the Great ^kes has in- 
creased very rapidly in the past twen- 
ty years. The ir.crease in package 
freight lias been proportionate to the 
growth or S.liipinents of heavy com- 
inodUles. and It is to be prepared for 
such further increases as may come 
that the Anciior line has ordered a 
new steamer to be equipped witii the 
most improved machinery for liandlinK 
package freight. Willi tliis machinery 
tlie Conemaugii will be able to load and 
unload quicklv. and will be enabled 
thereby to make the maximum number 
of trips during a season. 

The Coneniaugh will be 372 feet long, 
with a hold 30 feet oeep.

•'Do you make notes, or do yi>u re- 
member the sulistance of tiie inter- 
view?" Lauder aske.l the reporter. 

The reporter informed the Scotchman 
that he kept most of the words .>f the 
interview in his memory without the 
aid of notes. 

"There is no use wasting the candle, 
then," said Lauder, blowing out the 
feeble light and leaving the two men 
in darkness. 

The two Scotchmen point with pride 
to what the Scotch have done for this 
country. They say that two Scotch- 
men were the original signers of the 
Declaration of In-lependenee. Then 
Mr. Hamilton says George Washington 
was a Presbyterian, and it was Irom 
his Scotch ancestor.s that he learned 
to tell the truth. They also claim that 
James Wilson, the present secretary 
ot agriculture, is one of the best 
.Scotchmen that ever escaped wearing 

kilt.s. , ... 

Mr. Hamilton says that since he baa 
been in this eountry. he has been con- 
tinually asked if all the men, and 
and women, too, for that matt.*r. In 
Scotland, wear the k.tlts. They do not. 
The younger generation of the Scotch 
race do not wear the kilts, accor.ling 
to Mr. Hamilton. The older men stick 
to the kilt, like some of th.» old vet- 
erans of this country cling to the mill 
tary uniform tliey wore in the War of 
the Rebellion. 

The members of the troupe have 
b^en all over this country upon the 
present tour. Thev have visite.l part» 
of the West, where a Scotchman was 
sf-arcely ever seen tieforo, acordlng to 
Mr Hamilton, and when some of the 
people of the West saw the Scotch 
kilts they were either bist In wonder- 
ment, or burst Into a fit ot uncon- 
trolled laughter.
